Whole Province Will Watch 
Mainland Results Before

“Middle schools,'' the evi¬ 
dent laboratories which the 
Education Survey Commission 

recommended for the testing of 
British Columbia school chil- 
~<t»H lf an early age, will be es- 
tablished in Vancouver during 
the present year. An agree¬ 
ment under which this system, 
will be given a trial in the 

larveet efty of the Province was 
reached last nixht at a conference 
- between Hon. J. p. MscLcan. Min- 
TCducstloO, and the Van- 
«*ouver School Board and announced 
by the minister here to-day. 

Junior htifh schoola. which actually 
are very much like middle schools, 
already are In existence In Van¬ 
couver. Dr Maclsean explained. The 
Vancouvei* echoot authorities, how- 
ever. are paxioua to put Into effect 
the entire middle school arheme ae 
outlined by the Education Commla- 
•lon In HR bulky report. With thla 
Idea the minister Is in accord, ae he 
believe that the School Board's 
action wilf irlve the proponed middle 
school scheme a aatlafactory trial. 

The purpoee of Imddle schools, ss 
explained by the School Commission. 
Is to take children from the lower 
schoola and place them In institu¬ 
tions where experts wtll determine 
their capabilities. The middle 
schools thus will be like laboratories 
where the children's proper sphere 
la life sill he as c e rt ained. As a re¬ 
sult of this knowledge, teachers will 
bf’hhJe to advise students on the 
wttinrUch they cad best undertake 
in the high schoola. 

The Vancouver experiment will 
enable the entire Province to watch 
the- working s of the middle school 
system before deciding on Its gen¬ 
eral adoption. The test In the motn- 
land city will serve a useful ptirpoee 
In guiding the department of educa¬ 
tion and the Legislature in mapping 
out school reforms fdr the future, it 
U expected.
